Lord Loreburn, in the House of Lords, complained of the 
Government’a concealments of truth and suggested that the Antwerp 
expedition and other operations were undertaken without tho 
spproval of the proper military and naval authorities. The idea of a 
amall War Cabinet reporting to the full Cabinot was, he said, 
calculated to secure the maximum of delay and the minimum of 
efficionoy. ‘ ‘ oot . 

Lord Milner severely criticised the Governmont's unprepared- 
nees for the latest Balkan developments, . 

Lord Ourzon, replying, said that he proposed to confing. him- 
self to the censorship. Ho reiterated that the Government's 
unanimous anxiety was to give the maximam information consistent’ 
with discretion, regarding descriptive accounts of engagements. 
Hoe woald like to ase an arrangement whereby it would be possible 
to publish immediately, or soon after an engagement, an account of 


it without details usefal to the enemy, this to be eupplemented two 


or three weeks later with those detaila which were so valaable to the 
familica of theses concerned: '‘The Government wus seeing as to 
whether some srrangement is possible of oreating closer contact 
between the press and the fighting forces whereby news of naval 
and military intereat would be readily available at an early date. 
Regarding the censorship of German wireless news, Lord Ourgon 
said that whereas these at firet related to militsry events they now 
contained appendices designed to throw discredit on the Allies. 
As an inatance, one contained allegations against our Indian aoldiera 
which were wholly false, malevolent and dangerous to a degree, 
which, if they had Leen published here and telegraphed to India, 
might have done infinite dsmage throughout India. Lord -Oargon 
vigoroudly defended Sir Edward Grey's conduct of foreign affairs; 
he had had the most difficult task of any foreign minister in our 
timo ; he had had to drive a team of four horaca—the Allied Gov- 
ernments and their armies—which had never been in harness 
together before, slong 8 road with pitfalls on either side and 
dangerous curves, Then, after fifteen months of war, because two 
Balkan kings had disappointed our expectations and been false to 
their pledges, people had turned round and bespattered the idol 
whom only a few mouths ago they adorad. Such attacks tended to 
weaken our authority with other nations, including our Allies. 
Dealing with the suppression of the Globe, Lord Ourzon 
quoted that journsl’s assertion that Lord Kitchener hed 
resigned becauss he had. become weary of the intriguea of 
politicisns, Thus, he said the Globe not only made an untrue state- 
ment bat assigned thereto a falge and malicious reason—all thia at 
a moment of the most oritical nature in international affairs. 
the Globe did not stop there bat repeated the statement next day 
and declared that the Government's denisl waa untrue. The Govern- 
ment authorized action to be taken because of the Globe's peraia- 
tence after being warned sgainst publishing false statements, 

- Lord Lansdowne, replying to Lord Milner, said that when the 
documentary history of the war ie available it will be found that 
the question of Balkan policy has been continuously before the 
Foreign Office, It was not from any want of careful consideration 
. i¢)_ « expeotations had been disappointed, Our policy was based 
on the promotion of a give snd: take arrangement in the Balkan 
States, They were all-ready to take, but giving wes a different 
matter. Jealousies and snimosities, aggravated by external in- 
trigues and pressure, prevented the guccesa of what in principle 
was tho only reasonable polisy, Oar hositation in sending troops to 
arrest the German advance wag due to the importance of consider- 
ing what waa the most effective moans of checking the advance. 
There was, however, to delay. We sont to Salonica all tho troops 
immediately available and no time was lost in placing the remsin- 
der of the force ander orders and in providing trantport.

FOR OUR SOLDIERS AFTER THE WAR. 


We have before urged that the time for msking final arrange- 
ments for rewarding our soldiere and sailors after the war, and for 
prepating a moana of livalibood for those who may need it is—now! 
Of course one does not like to think that the British Government, 
after all the sacrifices that have bsen msde in ite behalt by every 
class of men, would be co ungrateful as to turn round presently snd 
deny its indebtedness; but it ie well to make eure; to etrike while 
the iron is hot. [¢ has happened before in our history that men 
wearing, or entitled to wear, the Victoria Cross have been found 
petiahing miserably in the streets or in tho workbouse, and that 
other men who have lost a limb in their country's service have been 
even eelling mstehes on the kerbstone.’ Just at thie moment every- 
ono is feeling grateful towards the troops; shall we feal as ready to 
acknowledge our indebtedness in 6 practical manner in tine to coma, 
when tho war is almost forgotten and when thosa who are young 
and strong now oome td need help? Surely it ia as well to ba warn- 
ed by our past negligonces, and definitely to commit ourselves to a 
sensible ond generous relief system from which there can ba no 
drawing back later on. 

Apart from the many wha, at the close of tho war, will be found 

_ to be either blind or totally disabled (and for theae epecial provision 
will naturally be made) wo shall discover that on appalliogly large 
number bave become onfitted, from a variety of canaos, to rotura to 
the work which they followed before enlisting. For a huge per- 
centege of these an outdoor tifa will probably bo the 
only profitable one; for, as we kaow from the aftermath of 
the Boer War, the shop couater or the offico or the worksho’ 
is usnally no place for the man who has spent o year” dr 
two on the battlefield, The one time polef:ced baak clerk, b-o - 
keoper, shop hand or factory worker haa become robust aad baa 
learned to live in the open air, and consequently to abhor and rebel 
against the confinement aszociatod with his former work ; and, save 
in exceptional ciroumstances, thore is every likelihood of his becom- 
ing a rover—if nota losfer—after war is over. unless sensible pre- 
vontive eteps aro takon. Ten or twelve years after the Boer cam. 
psiga had ended there wero atill to be found, in London and in mont 
of the provincial towns, men who had gone to the Front as" 0,1 V's" 
ete, and who had nover done a stroke of regular work since their 
returo. Life in South Africa bad unfitted them for the posts which 
they had formarly held, and they had not thé necosaary means to 
obtain others. Such a condition of things must not be allowed to 
reour, if Britain ia to remain a self-reapecting nation. 

Now ia the time for powerful organisations to buay themselves 
with arrhnging for a big “ back to tho land” mavement auch as the 
world has never seen before. For the unlegrned mon or the man 

_ who is too old to learn, grants of land should be get aside in Canada, 
Australasia and South Africa, while to the more aoctive-brained mon 
every favility should be offored for instruction ia planting and for 
subsequent employment on estates in the East, or in Weat Alrica, 
South America or the West Indies. We have shown in previous 
articles that the rubber, tes, cotton and ocffoe companies are getting 
Jess than 8 third of tho valuo out of their estates for the aole reason 
that incompetent ond untrained men sre too often employed ; and 
the fact that this is realised at Homo is illaetrated by the plenning 
of oolleges for instraction in tropical agricultars: Naturally there 
are ecorés of other directionaiin which work oan and Gught to be fuund 
for ex-soldiere, tat the beat direotion of all ia the lend,
